Local relatives have received word 
o f the tragic death of Harold Car­ 
penter, ten-year-old son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Albert Carpenter of St. Louis, 
Mo. 
The Carpenters are well known 
here, being extensively related and 
having visited here on numerous oc­ 
casions. 
The little boy accidentally 
«hot himself through the heart, dying 
instantly. 
The boy 
in 
searching 
the 
top 
draw er 
of a 
dresser 
found 
his 
fa th e rs revolver. 
The revolver was 
never loaded but 
cartridges 
were 
loose in the drawer. 
It is supposed 
the boy loaded the revolver and that 
it was aeidentally discharged. 
The 
boy’s mother is a 
niece of 
Mrs. 
George Young of this city and was 
formerly 
Miss 
Harriett Hinchman. 
Several year ago Harold spent the 
winter in this city the guest of rela­ 
tives. 
A St. Louis paper says con­ 
cerning his death: 
Both the father and 
mother 
of 
Harold Carpenter, 10 years old. who 
accidentally shot himself through the 
heart, dying instantly, while playing 
with his father’s revolver at theii* 
home in the Euclid Terrace A part­ 
ments, Euclid avenue and the Sub­ 
urban 
tracks, Saturday 
afternoon, 
were 
so 
grief-stricken 
Saturday 
night that physician had to be called 
in to attend them. 
Mrs. Carpenter was delirious and 
was 
constantly calling 
the 
boy’s 
name. 
The father paced the floor, 
sobbing over the fate of his.only son. 
The funeral will be held at 2 p. m. 
Monday from the family home, and 
interment will be in Valhalla Ceme­ 
tery. John J. Layton Mauze, pastor 
of the First 
Presbyterian 
Church, 
will conduct the services. 
The father, Albert Lawrence Car­ 
penter, coffee broker and head of A. 
L. Carpenter Company,

Harold’s

would not be permitted to attend the 


funeral or view the body. He said he 


considered it far too tragic a cir­ 


cumstance to be allowed to leave its 


impression on the minds of youths. 


The 38-caliber revolver with which 


Harold shot himself was in top draw­ 


er of a dresser in the bedroom. 
It* 


was not loaded, but cartridges were 


always kept loose in the drawer. The 


boy is suposed to have been experi­ 


menting to see if lie could load the 


weapon when it was accidentally dis­ 


charged.

Harry Bailey, eighteen years old, 
died at the home of his father, W ar­ 
ren Bailey, in Orange township, one 
and a half miles southeast of Blue 
Ridge, yesterday. 
His 
death was' 
caused by yellow jaundice, which is 
believed to have been brought on by 
exposure in the recent high water. 
During the worst 
part 
of 
the 
flood at Indianapolis he was in that 
city rescuing relatives of the family 
among them his aunt, Mrs. James* 
Bailey, and 
daughter, 
Grace. 
He 
carried the women from their home' 
in water that came to his armpits. 
Shortly afterward he fell 
ill 
and 
jaundice developed. 
His death is an unusually sad one 
as he was robust and powerful and 
of athletic physique, 
lie was indus­ 
trious and kind-hearted and popular 
with all who knew* him, and his many 
friends will deeply regret his untime­ 
ly death. 
He was born in Indianapolis, Oc­ 
tober 2, 1895, but nearly all of his 
life was spent as a resident of Shelby 
county. 
The family recently remov­ 
ed from the Waldron community to 
Orange township, 
llis mother died 
\ 
about two years ago. 
Surviving him are his father, step­ 
mother, his grandmother Bailey, his* 


grandparents Reickcr, and a brother 


David Bailey.

The appellate court of Indiana 
yesterday reversed the 
decision of 
the Hancock circuit court in the case 
of the City of Rushville against Em­ 
ma Morrow, finding for the city. The 
reversal 
was 
made 
on 
technical 
grounds. 
This decision marks the close of a 
long legal battle which began in 1909 
when Emma 
Morrow* brought 
suit 
against the city for five thousand 
dollars damages. It was finally tak­ 
en to the appellate court when a jury 
in the 
Hancock 
circuit court 
at 
Greenfield awarded the Morrow wom­ 
an a thousand dollars damages. 
The plaintiff in the case was a do­ 
mestic at the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Ow*en L. Carr in 1909. 
One August 
evening of that year she, together 
with some of the Carr children, sta rt­ 
ed to drive out Fifth street in a can* 
raige. 
At that time icpairs to the 
water mains in Arthur street were 
being made. 
The Morrow 
woman 
turned south into Arthur street front 
Fifth and 
the vehicle 
overturned, | 
throwing her and the children out. 
She drove the 
horse 
into a rope 
which was up to stop traffic. 
She brought suit against the city 
for five thousand d o llars and took 
a change of venue to Shelby county. 
Judge Will M. Sparks 
was 
on the 
bench in this circuit then. 
During 
the course of the hearing of tlie case 
it developed that she had not given 
the city notice that she intended to 
bring suit. 
A recent act of the legislature at 
that time provided 
that 
a person 
seeking damages from a city for in­ 
juries must formally notify the city 
officials that a suit was to be insti­ 
tuted within sixty days after the ac­ 
cident. 
The Morrow woman couldn’t 
prove she gave the notice according 
to the law and the court held thpt 
he had no case. 
y 
Her attorneys dismissed the suit 
and promptly filed another one here, 
similar in every respect to the first 
one. 
The pin intiff took a change of 
venue to Hancock county. 
During 
the above procedure George 
Young 
was the city attorney and 
Smith, 
Cambern and Smith were retained to 
assist in the defense. When the case 
came up for trial in Greenfield, a 
change in administration had taken 
place here and Howard E. Barrett* 
was the city attorney. 
The same 
law firm and the former city attorney 
assisted in the defense at Greenfield. 
A demurrer to the complaint was 
sustained, as in the first case, on the 
same grounds that the Morrow wom­ 
an had not given the city the sixty- 
dav notice of intention to sue. 
Her 
attorneys filed an amended complaint 
setting out in detail the correspond­ 
ence between her attorneys and the 
city attorney previous to the time 
the first suit was filed. They claimed 
the correspondence was the same as 
a notice since the city attorney knew 
a suit w*as to be filed even though the 
formality prescribed by the law was 
not used. 
A demurrer to two paragraphs of 
the amended 
complaint was sus­ 
tained but the third paragraph was 
held good and the case was set for 
trial.

The state in the case against Al. 
C. Varner

Henry circuit court, 
at 
Newcastle 
and the defendant immediately went 
on the stand in his own behalf. 
The case is the outgrowth of the 
shooting of Russell Hayes by Varner 
in Knightstown, March 18, of 
this 
veai. 
The alleged murder 
attempt 
took place in front of the Miller pool 
room in the Main street in Knights­ 
town. 
Varner testified that he had abso­ 
lutely no recollection of the occur­ 


rences on the night of March 18. 
He says he woke up the following 
morning in the lockup and was then 
informed of the shooting. 
All the 
evidence had been submitted by 3:30 
o’clock, but the arguments were**yef 
tc. 
tirade. It wa> believed thatrthe 
jury would get the ease this evening. 
Young Hayes, the alleged victim of 
Varner, was the first witness, says 
the Newcastle Times sa y s. 
He testi­ 
fied that himself and Varner were in 
the pool room before mentioned, on 
the night of the shooting. They had 
been close friends for a long time. In | 
fact. Hayes had at one time worked 
for Varner. 
Hayes is an automobile 
driver and te>ter, and at one 
time 
was employed at the Maxwell plant 
and at another time had driven Var­ 
ner’s ear. 
On the night in question 
the two become involved in a friend­ 
ly argument as to the 
speed 
and 
power ot a Cadillac machine. 
V ar­ 
ner went out on the street and seem­ 
ly in good humor. 
Haves soon fol­ 
lowed and Varner made an insulting 
remark. The tw*o grappled, as Hayes 
testified, in fun, and Varner, becom­ 
ing angry, was knocked 
down by 
Ilayes. 
Hayes says that he then stepped 
to the sidewalk and that he thought 
Varner was replacing a whiskey bot­ 
tle in his pocket, whereas he was in 
the act of drawing the gun. 
In a 
second the shot was fired and Hayes 
was taken to a physician’s office for 
treatment. 
The sear near his neck 
was exhibited to the jury. 
The revolver was a cheap affair 
and was identified as the one taken 
from Varner by Charles Martin, the 
Knightstown marshal, who arrested 
him. 
Hayes testified that he still carried 
the bullet and that his arm had been 
rendered stiff thereby. 


Considerable difficulty 
was 
en­ 


countered in securing a jury suitable 


to both the state and defense and it 


was not until nearly 11 o’clock that 


the introduction of 
evidence 
was 


commenced.

Sulzer Announces a Declara­ 


tion of Independence. 


Albany , N. Y., April 25.—The breach 
between Governor Sulzer and Charles 
F. Murphy , Democratic state leader, 
has been widened by Sulzer’s veto of 
the Democratic state organization’s 
primary bill and asserting that the leg­ 
islature ought not to adjourn until it 
has passed his bill providing for the 
abolition of the state conventions and 
other primary reforms. 
The governor was caustic in his 
veto message, asserting that the state 
organization's bill “begs the question,” 
is a “betray al of the people,” a “glar­ 
ing breach of faith,” is “patchwork, a 
fraud, and a makeshift.” 
In addition, when he learned that 
the senate confirmed only his candi­ 
dates for the supreme court bench in 
New York, the governor notified the 
party ’s leader in the senate that the 
legislature could not expect him to act 
favorably on any legislation until his 
other nominations for highway com­ 
missioner, labor commissioner, com­ 
missioner of economy and efficiency , 
and superintendent of state prisons 
are confirmed. 
Then Governor Sulzer, in high dud­ 
geon, shut himself up in his private 
office and wrote his veto of the party 
primary bill. It had not been sent to 
him from the senate, but he had his 
message ready when it arrived, and 
sent a messenger scurry ing back up­ 
stairs with it. 
“I indulge the hope,” he said, “that 
after the veto message is read and di­ 
gested no one in the state, and espe­ 
cially in the legislature, will have any 
further doubt as to my mental sincer­ 
ity on direct primaries.” 
Legislators resented the tone of the 
governor's veto message when its con­ 
tents became known, and took it as 
tangible evidence of the fact that here­ 
after be means to go ahead independ­ 
ently of Charles F. Murphy and the 
state organization.

Many Bodies In Wrecked Mine 


May Never Be Found. 


Washington, Pa., April 25.—Coming 
from the depths of the wrecked Cin­ 
cinnati mine of the Pittsburg coal com­ 
pany , 
rescuers 
declare 
that 
the 
dead will not run less than 120, with a 
possibility that the number may be 
greater than this. 
That the exact 
number of dead may never be known 
seems highly probable, for indications 
are that it will be impossible to reach I 
many of the bodies. 
Eighteen bodies have bsen brought 
out of the mine and taken to the 
morgue. The rescue parties are hour­ 
ly encountering great difficulties. The 
pumps are out of order and there is 
Imminent danger of the mine flooding. 
Some of the drains are running full of 
water and others have clogged and 
overflowed. 
Rescue parties seeking 
bodies are working in a foot of water. 
It is now believed, although nothing 
official can be obtained, that there | 
were two explosions, one close after 
the other. 
The first explosion Is be­ 
lieved to have been of gas probably 
Ignited by a miner with an open lamp. 
Soon after this it is thought there was 
a dust explosion, this second explo­ 
sion probably causing many deaths.

TO PLACATE THE JAPANESE 


T his Is the Present Effort of the Ad­ 
ministration. 


Washington, April 25. — Secretary 
Bryan left for Sacramento after a final 
conference with President Wilson at 
the White House, to counsel with the 
state letrislature in the hope that the 
difficulties which have arisen from the 
anti-Japanese agitation may he cleared 
up. 
Ju st before his departure Mr. Bryan 
said: 
“I go hopefully but with a full 
realization of the responsibility. 
The 
purpose of my visit is to determine in 
what way the present situation can he 
remedied.” 
The secretary would not say specif­ 
ically that he intended to try to bring 
about the enactment of a law which 
will not discriminate against Japanese 
residents of California with regard to 
land ownership. From information ob­ 
tainable, however, the belief has been 
formed 
that 
the 
administration 
at 
present intends to deal with the situa­ 
tion 
from 
the Japanese 
viewpoint 
rather than from that of the Californi­ 
ans, and to shape the California legis­ 
lation as nearly as possible to coincide 
with the wishes of the Japanese gov- ; ^ 5^ 
era ment in the expectation that if the 
final results are not entirely satisfac­ 
tory. at least his governmen will be in 
a better position to answer the formal 
objections of Minister Chinda. 
Mr. Wilson and his advisers, it is un­ 
derstood, feel that the course they are 
following certainly will result in the 
establishment 
of 
a 
better 
feeling 
toward the national government both 
by the Japanese lower classes, who 
are responsible for the war uprisings 
reported in the Tokio dispatches, and 
by the Japanese government itself. 
President Wilson himself was the 
authority for the statement that the 
situation had come to a standstill and 
that no developments were expected 
until Secretary Bryan reached Sacra­ 
mento. 
The president made it clear 
that at present the best of feeling ex­ 
ists between the Japanese ambassador 
and the United States authorities.

Butler, clerk of the federal court, be­ 
fore the bill reaches the U nited States 
circuit court of appeals at Chicago, ow­ 
ing to the work of the clerk to be done 
in connection w ith the case. 
Before the bill was approved by 
Judge A nderson, U nited S tates A ttor­ 
ney M iller said th a t he had been over 
the bill carefully and had found th at 
It coincided w ith the record in the 
case in the m atters, wrhich had been 
taken from the record. 
In addition to 
the m ore than 8,000 pages of the bill 
of exceptions, the counts of the indict­ 
m ents, on winch the dynam ite defend­ 
ants w ere convicted, will go to the 
court of appeals.

suit, the city had sufficient warning 
of it, and gave her a thousand dol­ 
lars damages. 
The city appealed to the appellate 
court, and that court held yesterday 
that since the plaintiff did not con­ 
form with the statute concerning the 
notice, she was not entitled to dam ­ 
ages. 
The ruling follows: 
79G8. 
City of Rushville vs Mor­ 
row, Hancock C. C. Reversed. Mey­ 
ers, J. (1) Sec. 8962 Burns 1908, re­ 
quiring a party claiming a right of 
action against a city for damages, to 
notify the officers of such 
city of 
the time, place, cause and nature of 
the injury within sixty days thereaf­ 
ter, is mandatory in character, and 
a condition precedent to the right of 
bringing action. 
(2) In such a case, 
the facts showing the giving of notice 
required by law' must be alleged in 
the complaint will be held insufficient 
on demurrer. 
(3) The notice re­ 
quired by Sec. 8962 can 
not 
be 
waived by the city, and actual notice 
of all the facts required to be set out 
in the written notice of the city of­ 
ficers will not constitute wraiver of 
the 
statutory 
requirement. 
(4) A 
letter w'ritten by attorney for appel­ 
lee to the city attorney of appellant, 
suggesting that settlement be made, 
which letter does not disclose the 
city or county in which the injury 
occurred, and does not 
state
